Thh dispute comipg on for fin^l hearing on Tuesday, 
the 26th day of October, 1976 upon perusing the reference, 
claim and counter statements and all other material papers 
on record and upon hearing the arguments of Thiru C. 
Surendra, Advocate, appearing for the workmen and of 
Thiru P. Seshadri, Advocate, for the Management and 
thb dispute having stood over till this day for considera- 
tion. this Tribunal made the following. 

AWARD 

This is an Industrial Dispute between the Madras Port 
and Dock Workers’ Anna Progressive Union, Madras and 
the Management of Food Corporation of India. Madras with 
reference to the termination of service Of one Mazdoor 
Thiru K, Rnju with effect from 11-7-1973. This dispute 
has been referred to by the Government of India in its 
order No. L, 42012(51)/74. LR. 11I/D. 11(B), dated 30th 
September, 1975 of the Ministry of Labour. The issue 
under reference made as follows : 
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Whether the action of the management of the Food 
Corporation of India (Port Operations), Madras* in 
terminating the services of Shri K. Raju, Mazdpor. 
with effect from 11-7-1973 was justified ? If not. 
to what relief is the said workman entitled ? 

2. The General Secretary of the Union has filed the 
Claim Statement on behalf of the worker with the follow- 
ing averments: Thiru K. Raju, a Loading Mazdoor employed 
in the Food Corporation of India, Madras, at Madras Port 
sustained a fracture in his hand on 11-7-1973, when he 
was going to the office and he was admitted as an inpatient 
in the Government Stanley Hospital at Madras. He had 
a long course of treatment for about nine months, during 
which period he could not attend to his duties as a 
Mazdoor, But the Management suddenly sent a Show Cause 
Notice on 28-3-1974 to the worker calling upon him to 
show cause why his services should not be terminated for 
absence without notice. The Show Cause Notice was not 
served on the worker, as he was not in Station without 
any further notice, the Management straightaway dismissed 
him from service under the Office Order dated 13-5-1974 
terminating his services with effect from 10-7-1973. The 
worker addressed the Management and explained that he 
met with an accident on 1 1-74973 and was undergoing 
treatment for several months and requested the Management 
to revoke the order of termination and reinstate him. But 
the Management refused to concede the request, though 
the worker produced a medical certificate. The order of 
termination was made without an enquiry and without 
giving an opportunity to the worker to explain his absence 
and therefore the same should be set aside and the worker 
should be reinstated with all the back wages. 

3. The Food Corporation of India, Madras filed a 
Counter Statement as follow: The worker last attended to 
his duties on 10-7-1973 and thereafter he did not report 
for duty. He did not even send any application for leave 
and he absented himself from duty for nine long months, 
The Management sent a Show Cause Notice asking him 
to explain why his services should not be terminated. The 
Notice was returned to the Management ‘Undelivered’ and 
therefore the Management had no option but to terminate 
his services on 1 3-5-1974 as per the Standing Orders, Of 
course, the worker then came forward to explain his 
absence and prayed for the cancellation of the termination 
order; but the order of termination was made in accordance 
with the provisions of the Standing Orders, namly that any 
workman who absented himself for more than 15 conse- 
cutive days without leave will be removed from service. 
The subsequent production of the Medical Certificate will 
not help him. Therefore, there is no ground for ordering 
the reinstatement. 

4. Now, as the issue reads, the point for adjudication is 
whether the action of the Management in terminating the 
services of the Mazdoor was justified or not. The follow- 
ing facts are not in dispute. The Mazdoor attended to 
his duties on 10-7-1973 and he was absent from 11-7-1 97 3 
onwards, ft is common ground that the worker met with 
an accident on 11-7-1973 and sustained a fracture in his 
hand near the elbow and he was an inpatient in the Gov- 
ernment Stanley Hospital, Madras for some time. Ex. W-4 
series clearly establish that the worker was injured in an 
accident and he was an inpatient in the Government Stanley 
Hospital from 11-7-1973 to 21-74973. The worker has 
produced the Medical Certificate to the effect that the 
Medical Officer examined the worker and recommended 
that he should frequently visit the hospital for further 
treatment from time fo time. Though he was originally 
discharged on 21-7-1973, he was readmitted on 24-7-1973 
and the doctor has opined that he was unable to discharge 
his duties as Mazdoor. These certificates which are not at 
all disputed show tha he wns an inpatient from 6-104973 
fo 2-114973 and then he was an outpatient from 3-11-1973 
to 15-24 974. The Medical Officer has then given another 
certificate for extension of leave that the worker requires 
an extension of leave for four months with effect from 
1.5-3-1974. Finally* the Medical Officer is said to have 
given a fitness certificate that he was fit to resume duty from 
19-7-1974, These certificates coming as they do from the 
Government Head Ouarters Hospital, clearly show that the 
worker was hospitalised and was under treatment from 
Tl-7-1973 to 19-74974. This is not only not dispute by 
the Management, but its own document namely Ex. M-6 
shows that the worker was unable to discharge his duties 
from 24-7-1973 to 15-3-1974 vide the admission and the 


discharge Certificate by the Resident Medical Officer, 
Government Stanley Hospital, Madras. Above all, even 
so late as 16-7-1974, the Management has made an office 
note under Ex. C-l that the worker had treatment at the 
Food Corporation of India Dispensary on 18-9-1973, 
104-1974 and 29-3-1974 for complaints like muscle and 
joint pains. An officer of the Management has made an 
office note therein that the worker was being treated for 
fracture of left upper arm bone (near elbow) in the Ortho- 
paedic Department of the Government Stanley Hospital, 
Madras. 

5, Besides the documentary evidence, the Mazdoor has 
also given oral evidence as W.W.l in support of his medical 
certificates, In particular, he has stated that he was an in- 
patient for some time in the Stanley Hospital and then the 
fracture site became septic, on account of which he was 
readmitted in the hospital, when he underwent an operation, 
Therefore, the oral evidence of W.W.l along with the 
documentary evidence already discussed clearly establish that 
the worker was disabled from attending to his duties from 
11-74973 till the date of his Fitness Certificate on 19-74 974. 
M.W.l is the Officer of the Food Corporation of India, but 
he has no personal knowledge about the issue in question, 
since he joined the Pood Corporation of India only on 
1-7-1976. The Management itself has very rightly docs not 
dispute this aspect. The only contention of the Management 
is that the worker absented himself from duty without apply- 
ing for leave and therefore his services are liable to be ter- 
minated as per the Standing Orders. The defence of the 
worker is that he was undergoing treatment lor his fracture 
and that he sent a letter through his co-workman to the 
Management explaining his absence, Though this leave letter 
is not specifically admitted by the Management, iL is clear 
from the evidence that the worker received wages for the 
broken period of the month till 11-74 973. It is also con- 
ceded that the workman received the other benefits like 
Deepavali advance, free clothing, etc., in absentia. Above 
all the office note of the Management Ex. C-l shows that 
the worker came to the Food Corporation of India Hospital 
on 18-9-1973. 10-1-1974 and 29-3-1974. Therefore, the Medi- 
cal Officer of the Food Corporation of India has also treated 
this worker on those dates and it is not as if the worker 
abandoned or absconded. The worker W.W.l says that he 
told the Medical Officer about his illness, and when he asked 
the Doctor for a Medical Certificate, the latter directed him 
to get it from the Government Stanley Hospital where he 
had intensive treatment for his fracture. In these circums- 
tances, it cannot be said that the worker voluntarily absented 
himself from duty or abandoned his post. It is possible that 
the worker had not sent a regular leave application, but 
this car be condoned in view of the circumstances set out 
above. This by itself cannot result in his loss of appointment, 
more so when he has got an acceptable reason or excuse 
for not attending to his duties. In my opinion, his absence 
was necessitated by an event beyond the control of the work- 
man. In this connection, it is significant to note that even 
the Management did not think it fit to issue a Show Cause 
Notice to the worker till 28-3-1974. In other words, though 
the worker was absent from duty from 11-7-1973 onwards, 
the Management itself did not think it necessary to issue a 
Show Cause Notice for eight long months. This long delay 
in taking action by the Management indicates that the Mana- 
gement was conscious of the disability of the worker and 
therefore gave him a long rope for his recovery and return. 
The result of my discusson is that the worker has shown a 
valid ground for his absence from duty which ig quite accep- 
table and which is also not in dispute, though the worker may 
be technically guilty of not having sent a regular leave Idler 
mentioning the period of leave required. 

6, The order of termination of service dated 13-5-1974 
has got to be set aside for another valid reason as well. The 
Management sent a Show Cause Notice by registered post 
under Ex. M-l, but it was not served on the worker. Ex. M-2 
is he returned postal cover which bears an endorsement 
"not known”. The worker has given evidence at that he was 
out of Station for a few days at that time and therefore he 
had no knowledge of this communication. The Management 
did not pursue it up by sending another notice or holding 
an enquiry, but straightaway issued an order of termination 
under Ex, W1 terminating his services retrospectively from 
10-7-1973. There was no enquiry nor a further attempt to 
get the workman served with the Show Cause Notice, if the 
workman was not served with- first notice, the Management 
could have resorted to a second notice or a publication or 
on affixture of the notice in his residence. Having waited for 
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eight months without taking any action against the worker, 
the Management was not justified in terminating his services 
without giving an opportunity to the worker to explain his 
absence. On this ground of rules of natural justice also, ihe 
termination of service has to be set aside, 

1 , The conduct of the worker hus also to be taken into 
consideration in appreciating the fact whether the absence 
was wilful or not. He has convincingly shown that he was 
disabled from attending to his duty till July, 1974, However, 
as soon as he received the order of termination of his service 
Ex W-l dated 13-5-1974, he immediately rushed to the Mana- 
gement under Ex. W-5 dated 24-5-1974 praying for cancella- 
tion of the order of termination. Ex. W-5 is the earliest 
communication from the worker after the cx-parlc order of 
termination dated 13-5-1974. In this statement he has clearly 
stated that he was till then under the treatment in the hos- 
pital for his fracture and that he would resume his work 
after producing the Fitness Certificate from the hospital. 
This is not the ordinary conduct of the worker, if he had 
been wilfully absent or indifferent towards his duties. In fact, 
he was sending a series of letters to the Management under 
Exs. W-5 to W-9 praying for his reinstatement explaining 
hig absence. Finally, the matter went to the Assistant Labour 
Commissioner, Madras for where the issue was referred to 
the Industrial Tribunal for adjudication through the Govern- 
ment. The sequence of events is very cogent and natural 
and this is not a case of wilful absence from duty and it 
was only on account of unavoidable circumstance, Therefore, 
a liberal view is called for and this is a fit cage wherein 
the absence can be condoned. In other words, the worker lias 
shown valid reason for his absence from duty and therefore 
the order of termination made without an opportunity to the 
worker to explain his absence cannot stand, either in law 
or in equity. 

8. What then is the order to be passed in these circum- 
stances? The worker claims that he should be reinstated in 
service with all back wages and benefits. But this claim can- 
not be accepted, since the Management cannot be blamed 
for this situation. If only the worker whose cause is ably 
supported by the Union had sent a formal and a regular 
leave application, this situation could have been avoided and 
therefore, the worker alone has to blame himself for this 
predicament. In other words, the worker will not be entitled 
to the back wages for the period of his absence from 
11-7-1973 till the date of his reinstatement. The period of 
absence wil be treated as sick leave with loss of pay. There- 
fore, in all fairness, the worker will be reinstated in service 
by the Management within two weeks from the date of the 
publication of this award without any back wages. In the 
end, the order of termination is set aside and an Award is 
passed in the above terms. Each party will bear his own 
cost.

AWARD 

Sajud Khan started his career as a coolie in the Lodna 
Bngdigi colliery about the year 1952, Later, he was promoted 
as a finer and then as a Stowing Incharge in the second shift 
in that colliery, but his basic wage remained the same as that 
of a fitter. He worked in the Todna Ragdigi colliery for about 
a period of 12 years and then joined the Bhujanbuniree Col- 
liery in the year 1964. The Chief Mining Engineer of the 
Bhulanbararce Coni Co. Ltd. appointed him as a 
Stowipg Incharge in that colliery on November 9, 1964 
with effect from September 15, 1964 on a fixed basic wage 
of Rs. 71/- per month with usual dearness allowance ‘as pet 
L.A.T. decisions’ but with no further allowance of any other 
kind. The Central Wage Board for the Coal Mining Tndustiy 
recommended six grades of pay-scales for the technical and 
supervisory staff in coal-mines,, Grade £ scale wan of 
Rs. 180-5-2107-273. This pay scale came into force with 
effect from August 15, 1967. The Executive Adviser of the 
Bhulanbararce colliery adjusted Sajud Khan in the new scale 
at the starting basic wage of Rs. 224/- per month with effect 
from August 15,1970 by his letter dated January 5, 1974. 
The Bhutan bar urge colliery is a Coking Coal Colliery, In 
terms of the Coking Coal Mines (Emergency Provisions) 
Ordinance, 1971. the Custodian took over this colliery on 
October. 16* 1971 and the colliery was eventually nationalised 
on May 1, 1972 under the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisa- 
tion) Act 1972. After nationalisation, Sajud Khan made re- 
presentations Ext. W-3 and W-4 for his fixation in Grade B 
for technical and supervisory staff which Grade carries a pay 
scale of Rs. 305-15-395-20-575. His case is that the Bharat 
Coking Coal l imited prepared a list of re-categorisation, but 
in doing so, while it granted Grade B scale to other Stowing 
Tncharges in its other collieries, for example, to F, Frigrade 
and Dnarambir Singh, it adopted an unfair and discriminatory 
attitude towards him nnd did not upgrade him from Grade E 
to Grade B. He has further pleaded that the nomenclature 
of alf these post^ is the same, as also the nature erf the job 
and the responsibility for it, and, therefore, the refusal of 
i Grade B to him is unfair and uniustified and he deserves to 
be fiixed in the higher Grade. His case was espoused by the 
Colliery Staff Association, and its General Secretary took up 
the matter with the Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central), 
who submitted a failure report to the Central Government on 
May 14, 1974. 

2. The Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by cTause (d) of sub-section (1) of section 10 of 
the Industrial Disputes Act has referred (he said dispute for 
adjudication to this Tribunal. The dispute reads thus ; 

“Whether the management of Bhulanbararce Collier v of 
Messrs Bharat Coking -Cou! Limited, Post Office 
Patherdih. District Dhanbad, arc justified in giving 
the pay scale of Rs. 180 — 273 (n Shri Saiud Khan. 
Stowing Incharge which is much less than other 
stowing Tncharge in Jc algor a under the same manage- 
ment? If not to what relief the concerned workman 
is entitled and from what date?” 

3. The cTaim of Sajud Khan has been resisted by the Bharat 
Coking Coal Limited on a variety of grounds. It is admitted 
that Sajun Khan was drawing Rs, 231/- per month n» his basic 
wage in the E grade scale of Rs. 180-5*210-7-273 at the 
time when the colliery was taken over. However, it is plead- 
ed that since the Coal Wage Board recommendations have 
provided pay scales category-wise into 6 Grades A to F and 
not post-wise and since Sajud Khan was already fixed in 
Grade F, no question of his being re-fixed in a higher Grade 
did or could arise, Tt has further been pleaded that in fixing 
a workman in a particular Grade, the nature and volume of 
work, the skill and efficiency called for in executing the job, 
and the extent of responsibility etc, are relevant factors and 
these factors are wholly different in Tealgora and Bararee 
Colfieries in comparison to the Bhulanbararce Colliery, The 
first two collieries have mechanical stowing arrangements; 
there are rope-ways, bunkers and conveyor bells to carry and 
utilise sand for the purpose of stowing whereas in the Bmlnn- 
bararee Collierv there is no such svstem nnd sand is carried 
by trucks. It has further been pointed out that Sajud Khan 
looks after Stowing work in on'v one district whereas his 
counter-parts in the other two collieries look after three dis- 
tricts. and again whereas Sajud Khun has only 15 persons 
working under him. bis two counter-parts have 50 persons 
under them. likewise, coal nroduction and stowing work in- 
volved in the other two collieries is double ihe production 
find stowing work involved in the Bhulanbararce colliery. Fur- 


ther the skiff, technical knowledge and responsibility of the 
Stowing Inchargcs of the other two collieries are higher than 
that of the Slowing Incharge of the Bhulanbararce colliery, 
It has then been pleaded that all these facts and circumstances 
hud been taken into consideration, and on the totality of these, 
Sajud Khan was placed in Grade E and the other two in 
Grade B by the respective owners of ihese three collieries 
before lake over and nationalisation and what the Bharat Cok- 
ing Coal Ltd. has done is to have fitted them in the revised 
glades as a result of the National Coal Age Agreement dated 
December 11, 1974, Lastly, it has been pleaded that there 
has been no discrimination in the matter of fixation of Sajud 
Khan and the other two Stowing Incharges and consequently 
Sajud Khan is not entitled to be fixed in Grade B. 

4. In its rejoinder, the Colliery Staff Association has reite- 
rated that the duties of all Stowing Incharges are the came; 
that their responsibilities are also the same; and in any case, 
Sajud Khan deserves fixation in Grade B on the basis of 
job analysis. 

5. I Would like to dispose of a preliminary point first, 
before entering into the merits of Sajud Khan*s claim. 

6. Admittedly, Sajud Khan was drawing a basic salary of 
Rs. 231/- on October 16, 1971 (when the colliery was taken 
over) in the scale of Rs. 180-5-210-7-273. This scale 
was revised by the National Coal Wage Agreement dated 
December 11, 1974 which came into force on January 1, 1975. 
The old scale was revised to Rs. 330-12—150. Sajud Khan 
was accordingly fixed in the revised scale with effect from 
Japuary 1, 1975. No evidence was led to prove the stage at 
which he was fitted in the revised scale. The only fact on the 
record is that his total emoluments per month on the date of 
his deposition were Rs. 530.36 comprising Rs. 402/- basic, 
Rs. 39/- as dearness allowance, Rs. 57.20 as variable dearness 
allowance and an underground allowance of Rs. 32.16. Under 
section 2(s) of the Industrial Disputes Act, a person employed 
to do any supervisory work is a ‘workman*. Exception flv) 
however, excludes such a person who being employed in a 
supervisory capacity, draws wages exceeding Rs. 500 1- per 
month. There can be no doubt that the total amount of 
Rs, 530,36 constitutes “wages**, within the meaning of Sec.2(rr) 
because wages includes all allowances and there can be no 
dispute that dearness allowance, variable dearness alfowftnce 
and underground allowance are after-all allowance. Sajud 
Khan is entitled to aJI these component parts of his wages, 
Tt is on these facts that the preliminary point has been raised 
that Sajud Khan has ceased to b? a workman and, therefore, 
there is no dispute between a workman and his employer so as 
to convert that dispute into an industrial dispute and since 
there is no industrial dispute, the Tribunal has no jurisdiction 
to decide a matter which is not an industrial dispute. 

7. I regret T cannot accept this contention for various 
reasons. Firstly, the Bharat Coking Coal Limited did not 
raise any plea in its written statement that Sajud Khan was 
not a workman as he belonged to the supervisory category of 
workmen and his all-inclusive wage-packet was Rs. 350.36 
Hud such a plea been raised, Sajud Khan would have got an 
opportunity to plead that his work was not supervisory in 
nature but technical or skilled and exception (iv) will be in- 
applicable in his case. He cannot be allowed to be taken 
by surprise in his cross-examination. Supervisory work has 
a technical meaning. Tt may be mixed up with technical or 
skilled work, In all such cases, one has to take into conside- 
ration as to what is the main or the principal or substantive 
nature of the work, Sajud Khun was deprived of giving 
evidence in his regard, as to whether he has been working 
in a supervisory or technical capacity. Even on the basis of 
the evidence on the record, it is not possible to arrive at a 
definite finding of fact as to whether the nature of work 
done by Sajud Khan is supervisory or technical or skilled. 

8. Secondly, the crucial date for determining the jurisdiction 
of the Tribunal is the date of reference and not the date 
of the award or the period intervening between these two. 
There is no evidence as to the total wage -packet that Sajud 
Khan was drawing on October 26. 1974 when the reference 
was made. He gave his wages which were payable on the 
date of his deposition practically two years after the date of 
reference. Tt was only on January 1, 1975 that he was fitted 
in the revised Grade of Rs. 330-12-450. Prior to that date, 
he was in the scale of Rs. 180-5-210-7-273. It is apparent, 
therefore, that he must have been drawing much less than 
Rs. 500/* on October 26, 1974. Thirdly, merely because a 
workman becomes a non-workman during the pendency of a 
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reference, his claim will not. become stale and the Tribunal’s 
jurisdiction to decide his claim, will not come to an end. The 
learned counsel for the Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. placed reli- 
ance on Workmen vs, Greaves Cotton Co. Ltd. 24 F.L.R. 126 
for the proposition that if such a contingency occurs during 
the pendency of the reference, the Tribunals jurisdiction will 
be ousted. 1 do not think that the decision of their Lordships 
of the Supreme Court in the aforesaid ease, is of any help 
to the company. In that case, it was clearly held that once a 
Tribunal is vested with the jurisdiction to entertain a dispute 
which is validly referred, it docs not cease to continue that 
jurisdiction merely because the claim made goes beyond 
the vyage which take workmen out of that category and make 
them non-workmen. Their Lordships further observed that 
what has to be seen is whether on the date of the reference 
there was any dispute in respect of the workmen which could 
be referred under the Act to the Tribunal. The ratio of the 
decision, therefore, is that the crucial date for the purpose of 
determining the jurisdiction of a Tribunal to decide the ques- 
tion whether the person seeking his remedy is a ‘workman* or 
not, is not the date of adjudication by the Tribunal but the 
date of reference to it. The learned counsel laid particular 
emphasis upon the sentence “Provided that at the time of ad- 
judication, there are some allcast in the category who are 
workmen”, occurring in the judgment referred to abbve and 
argued that this gives an indication that it is necessary that 
at the time of adjudication also, there must be some who are 
workmen, even though others may not be workmen. The 
above observation of their Lordships has been tom out of 
context. Their Lordships were dealing with the contingency 
where the dispute in the Tribunal was between several work- 
men, on one side, and the management, on the other, and 
the observation quoted above was in reference to *uch a 
situation. I may here refer to another decision of their Lord- 
ships of the Supreme Court in All India Resrevc Bank Emp- 
loyees’ Association vs. Reserve Bank of India, 11 F.L.R, 137. 
Hidaytnllah L (as his Lordship then was), speaking for the 
Court, observed thus, on a similar matter: 

“The Reserve Bank had further contended that a dispute 
could only be raised before the National Tribunal 
provided a workman continued to be a workman as 
defined. If the National Tribunal was asked to 
provide a scale of payment which would make the 
workman cease to be workman by reason of the 
award, the Reserve Bank contended, the National 
Tribunal had no jurisdiction to make such an award 
and the Reference itself would become incompetent. 
The relationship of employer and workman, so it 
was contended, must exist (a) at the time of the 
dispute, (b) at the time of the award, and (c) during 
the currency of the award, otherwise the Reference 
and the consequent award would be without jurisdic- 
tion.” His Lordship, while dealing with this conten- 
tion, observed : 

“The Reference in those circumstances was a valid refe- 
rence and the National Tribunal was not right in 
ignoring that class altogether. Further, the National 
Tribunal was not justified in holding that if at a 
future time an incumbent would draw wage, in the 
time scale in excess of Rs. 500/-, the matter must 
be taken to be withdrawn from the jurisdiction of 
the Central Government to make a reference in 
respect of him and the National Tribunal to be 
ousted of the jurisdiction to decide the dispute if 
referred. Supervisory staff drawing less than 
Rs. 500/- per month cannot be debarred from claim- 
ing that they should draw more than Rs. 500/- 
nresently or at some future stage in their service. 
They can only be deprived of the benefits if they 
are non-workmen at the time they seek the protec- 
tion of the Industrial Disputes Act.” In view of 
the decision of their Lordships of the Supreme Court 
quoted above, T have no doubt in my mind that this 
Tribunal has still the jurisdiction to decide whether 
Sajud Khan should be fixed in lh* higher grade or 
should continue to remain in the lower grade. The 
preliminary point is, therefore, decided against the 
company. 

9. In each mine, where mining operations are not open- 
cast but are carried on below ground, and the ore or mineral 
is extracted after excavation or cutting, hollow space is left 
in the shape of a cavity or gallery. In all such cases, there is 
a danger of the gallery or the cavity caveing in or subsiding. 
This risk is diminished bv filling the hollow space with sand 
mixed with water, This fills in the galfery or cavity and pre- 
vents the roof and walls from collapsing and subsiding, This 
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is known is mining parlance a s stowing. The person incharge 
of this stowing work is called the Stowing Incharge, Stowing is 
done either mechanically or manually. Sajud Khan is a Stow- 
ing-Incharge. The Bharat Coking Coal Limited has two other 
collieries, one at Bararee and the other at Jealgora. F. Frigrade 
is the Stowing Incharge at Bararee and Dharambir Singh at 
Joalgor. The latter two were formerly in Grade B of 
Rs. 305-15-395-20-575 and when this scale was revised to 
Rs. 510-27-726-32-854 by the National Coal Wage Agree- 
ment, they automatically got fixed in the revised scale and 
were fitted therein at the appropriate stage. Sajud Khan was 
formerly, in Grade E of Rs. 180-5-210-7-273 and when this 
was revised by the National Coal Wage Agreement to 
Rs. 330-12-450, he was fixed in the revised Grade E and 
was fitted at the appropriate stage. His griev- 
ance is that when wo Stowing-Incharjges have been fixed 
in the revised Grade B, it is highly discriminatory to have 
fixed him in the revised Grade E. Prima-faciedly, his grie- 
vance seems to be genuine, but when I Took deeply into the 
matter I find that there is no substance in it. 

10. The Majumdar Tribunal had prepared a categorisation 
of time-rated workers, under which they were divided into 
nine daily-rated categories— Categories 1 to IX — and a fixed 
Category X for the highly-skilled with a monthly scale of 
pay. The job descriptions and nomenclatures of these ten 
categories were set out in Appendix XII of the Award. The 
award is not available but both parties are agreed that a 
Stowing Incharge is not mentioned in Category X. The Coal 
Wage Board has dealt with categorisation in various Chapters. 
Chapter VIII deals with time-rated categories. In paragraph 
15 of Chapter VIII, the Board took the view that the existing 
10 Categories, in the interest of rationalisation should be 
compressed into six categories. In Paragraph 16, the 
Board has observed that their recommendations for fitting 
existing workmen into the new six categories together with 
the nomenclatures and job-descriptions are contained in 
Appendix V to their report, Appendix V speaks of six Cate- 
gories. Category I is of unskilled workmen; Category 11 of 
semi-skilled workmen; category III of semi-skilled higher; 
category IV of skilled junior; Category V of skilled senior 
and Category VI of higher skilled. In none of these six cate- 
gories, there is a mention of a Stowing Incharge. The two 
parties also admit that the post of a Stowing Incharge is not 
mentioned in cither of the six categories prepared by the 
Board. Chapter VI of the National Coal Wage Agreement 
mentions the posts of Head of Senior Overman or 
Overman-Ittcharge and Overman; Mining Sirdar, Class 
] and Class II; Short-Firer and further mentions as 
lo the Grade in which they have to be fixed. 

However, there is no mention as to how a Stowing 
Tncharge has to be fixed and in what grade. It is not 
a case, therefore, that there is a fixed pay scale for the 

post of a Stowing Incharge, Had it been so, Sajud Khan’s 
chiim for fixation in the pay scale fixed for his post, would 
have been a very tenable claim. He cannot, therefore, except 
on reasonable ground, claim for fixation in a Grade of his 
liking. 

11. A question, therefore, arises as to how to fix a work- 
man in a particular grade, in the absence of a fixed pay scale 
or a fixed Grade for a paritcular post. The difficulty was 
solved by the Wage Board in Paragraph 17 of Chapter VIII. 

It says that there may be certain categories which are or 

may not have been covered by their recommendations; and in 

such cases, it whs urged that they shall be appropriately fitted 
into the six categories recommended by them by mutual nego- 
tiations between the parties. There have been no mutual 
negotiations between the parties to the reference; and if there 
have been any, they have failed. Both parties were on 
common ground when they urged that the question may be 
decided on the basis of job analysis and the nature of work, 
and I am deciding the matter on that basis. 

12, The learned counsel for Sajud Khan based his case 
for fixation in Grade B on a varity of grounds. His first 
contention is that no qualifications arc prescribed for holding 
the post of a Stowing Incharge. This was so stated by Samd 
Khan WW-1 and also by T. Prasad MW-1, who is the 
Manager of Bhulanbararee colliery, where Sajud Khan is emp- 
loyed. But certainly the Stowing Incharges of the Bararee 
and Jealgora Collieries have higher educational qualifications. 
The possession of higher educational qualification will, how- 
ever, be not very material when eligibility to the post is not 
based on the possession of certain minimum qualifications. 
Sajud Khan deposed that there are three districts in the 
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Bhurunbararee colliery; and these are NorLh 13 Seam, North 
12 Scam and South 12 Seam. There are two lifts in North 
12 Scam. Mining operations arc carried on for 24 hours in 
three shifts in each district. He is the only Stowing Incharge 
of all the three districts. There are three districts in the 
collieries at Bararec and Jcalgora also. There too, there is 
only one Stowing Jnchargc in each colliery. This ground 
also therefore, is not very relevant, Sajud Khan then deposed 
that he has to supervise the Stowing work in all the three 
districts in all the three shifts in each district and, therefore, 
his job is very enormous inasmuchas he has to do duty 
for 24 hours. This statement of his Is not correct. 
Ho admits that Stowing work at a time is done 
only in one district, though in oil the three shifts; and while 
Stowing work is going on in one district, repair work is 
undertaken in the other two districts to enable these two to 
undertake the Stowing work. He then admitted that he may 
be responsible for stowing work in nlF the three shifts in a 
particular district, but his working hours arc only 8. Hours 
of work below' ground are controlled by Section 31 of the 
Mines Act. This section says that no adult employed below 
ground in a mine shall* be allowed to work for more than 
48 hours in any week or for more than 8 hours in any day. 
Sajud Khan had no alternative, therefore, but to admit that 
he has to put in only 8 hours duty. He then deposed that 
after 8 hours duty he returns for rest to his house but added 
by saying ihat he is called during the rest hours also, if 
there be need. That may be true* but for this extra work 
he is paid extra wages or overtime. This is prescribed by 
Section 33 of the Mines Act and he also admits that he is 
paid extra wages for the extra work. It is not his case that 
the Stowing Inchargcs at Bararec and Jcalgora do less than 8 
hours. T. Prasad MW-1 sated that Sajud Khan generally 
works in the 1st shift and though there is no separate Stowing 
Incharge for the 2nd shift and 3rd shift in Bhui'anbararee* the 
work is looked after by the mining sirdar on duty. Then, 
Sajud Khan admits that stowing work is done in only one 
Chamber at Bhulanbararee. That is the statement of T, 
Prasad MW-1 also. Sajud Khan deposed that prop-work at 
Bhulanbararee is under him and that adds to his duties of a 
Stowing- Incharge. T. Prasad MW-1 stated that prop -work is 
done by mining sirdars and not by the Stowing Tn charge; 
and besides such work is not done daily but occasionally. 
Sajud Khan had also to admit that this work is clone by 
mining sirdars and not by. him. The Mine Regulations also 
indicate that this work is done by a mining sirdar. It is 
obvious, therefore, that Sajud Khan has made an attempt 
to enlarge the scope of his activities. He further deposed 
that pipe-fitting is also under him. T. Prasad MW-1 stated 
that this is done by a fitter under the Stowing Tncharce, once 
in 4 or 5 days. Likewise, Sajud Khan stated that his duty 
involves the requisition of materials required in sowing work. 
He, however, admitted that the requisition slip is prepared 
by the overman who submits it to the Assistant Manager who 
sends it alongwilh his recommendations to the Manager and 
after the Manager sanctions the supply, the materials are 
issued by the Store-Keeper and then Sajud Khan comes into 
the picture for use of the materials in the sowing work. The 
grounds, made by Sajud Khan do not, therefore, justify his 
fixation In Grade B. 


13. I may now compare his work with the work performed 
by F. Frigrnde and Dharambir Singh in the Bararee and Jeal- 

f ora collieries, in order to find out whether the fixation of 
\ Frlgrade and Dharambir Singh m Grade B Is justified and 
Sajud Khan can have no grievance against that. Firstly, the 
sand collection work at Bararee and Jealgora is fully mechanis- 
ed whereas at Bhulanbararee, it is manual. T. Prasad 
MW-1 deposed that at Bararee and Jealgora, sand 
is collected mechanically from river-beds; the collected sand 
is carried by ropeways from the river-bed and dumped in 
the bunkers on the surface at the colliery; it is then carried 
over conveyor belts to the hunker, the sand then gets mlx-d 
with water in the stowing chamber; the sand mixed with 
water then travels through the stowing chamber to the place 
where it has to be dumped; and the entire process described 
above is wholly mechanical. He has further deposed thai 
at Bhulanbararee sand is brought in trucks and dumped into 
the bunker and the stowing process is manual throughout. 
It is obvious that the work of the Stowing Tnchnrge in mecha- 
nical stowing, where sephisticated machinery is used, must 
require higher skill. Sajud Khan has also admitted that 
the stowing work at Jealgora and Bararee collieries , arc 
mechanised, but it is not so at Bhulnnbarnr;e Then, it n 
evident from the statement of T. Prasad MW-1 that there 
are 3 or 4 bunkers at Bararee and 2 at Jealgora ns a cams t 
one at Bhulanbararee; the consumption of sand daily at 
Bararee is 1,000 cubic meters* that at Jealgora 7,000 cubic 


meters and that at Bhulanbararee 300 cubic meters only. The 
doily production of coal at Braree is 1,200 tonnes; that at 
Jealgora 850 tonnes, and that at Bhulanbararee 600 tonnes. 
T. Prasad’s evidence further shows that the Stowing Incharge 
has to submit a written report daily with regard to the 
quantity of sand received, quantity of sand consumed and 
quanily of sand left over as balance but Sajud JKhan does 
not submit any written report, as he is not literate enough 
to submit such a report whereas at Bararee and Jealgora 
such written reports are submitted daily. He even says that 
Sajud Khan docs not submit even an oral report daily and 
the he does it only when asked to do so. Sajud Khan admits 
that he does not submit any written report but he states 
that he does it orally everyday. Again, although Sajud Khan 
initially deposed that he has to supervise the work of about 
40 persons daily, he ended by admiring that the supervises 
the work of 5 men only. T. Prasad stated that the Stowing 
Incharge at Bararee and Jealgora have to supervise the work 
of about 50 persons daily. On the basis of job analysis, 
therefore, it is apparent to me that Soiud Khan’s work-load 
is comparatively lighter and his responsibility is also com- 
paratively lighter than the work-load and responsibility of 
F. Frigrade and Dharambir Singh. No exception, therefore, 
can be taken to their fixation in Grade B and to the fixation 
of Sajud Khan in Grade E. 

14. The award is that the management of Bhulanbararee 
Colliery are justified in giving the pay scale of Rs. 180-273 
to Sajud Khan, Stowing Incharge and he is not entitled to 
be fixed in Grade B,

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AWARD 

By Order No. L-320il/16/74-PD/CMT/D-IV(A) dated 
18lh August, 1975, the Government of India, Ministry of 
Labour, referred an industrial dispute existing between the 
employers in relation to the Calcutta Port Trust, Calcutta 
and their workmen, to this Tribunal, for adjudication. The 
reference reads as : 

“Whether the following demands of the Electrical 
Staff working under the Chief Mcchanicul Engineer 
of the Calcutta Port Trust arc justified ? If so, 
to what relief arc the concerned workmen entitled? 


DEMANDS 

(i) Granting of one hour overtime to each of the work- 
men for performing 9 hours of duty in each shift instead 
of 8 hours. 

(il) Arrangement of transport be made for overhead wiring 
and vessels gangs for working outside. 

(iii) Creation of more semi-skilled labour posts in elec- 
trical set up as against the present position of having only 
a handful of semi-skilled labour posts and unskilled labour 
being promoted directly to skilled labour." 

2. The above reference is in three parts each dealing with 
the demands of the Calcutta Port Shramik Union for and on 
behalf the electrical staff of the Calcutta Port Trust. The 
electrical staff numbering approximately about 1200 men 
work in four electrical sections. They are, (i) Kiddcrporc 
Dock (KPD), (ii) Garden Reach Jetty and Nctaji Subhas 
Dock (Grg and NSD), (iii) Calcutta Jetties (CJ) and (iv) 
Construction. The members of the staff are generally en- 
gaged in maintenance and construction work and work con- 
nected with traffic operations. The maintenance and con- 
struction staff work in the general shift during the day work 
in normal working hours. Those men are not concerned 
with the present dispute. The men concerned with the 
present dispute are 477 in number who are related to traffic ope- 
rational work. They work in three shifts of 8 hours duty round 
the clock; first shift from 6 a.m. to 2 p.m., second shift from 
2 p.m. to 10 p.m. and the third shift from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. 
These men wcie required to report for duty ai their work 
spots of different electrical sections. They have got fixed 
places of work. And they were not required to report to 
the foreman who is in-charge of the section. But, since 1970 
there have been some dispute with regard to the working 
of the staff in the sections. That dispute was raised by 
another union known as Calcutta Port & Dock Workers 
Union. Their; demands are contained in Ext. M-l dated 
13-6-1970. The demand was considered by the Assistant 
Labour Commissioner (C) in conciliation. The conciliation 
ended in failure and therefore Ext. M-2 failure report dated 
27-8-1970 was sent to the Central Government. The Central 
Government vide Ext, M-3 order dated 15-6-71 stated as 
against demand no, 3 in Ext. M-l which is the relevant de- 
mand in question that the management had reported that there 
were no cases where workmen were required to stay on 
duty beyond the shift hours and in any case if worker were 
detained they arc suitably remunerated as per port Com- 
missioners’ Rules, Thereafter the dispute was set at rest 
for some time. But again Calcutta Port Shramik Union 
which is a different union tqok up the cause of the workmen 
concerned in the dispute. Ext. M-4 dated 5-3-73 is the 
demand which that union made to the management. No 
specific case of a dispute with regard to the matter in issue 
had been selforth in Ext. M-4. However, in the failure 
report, Ext W-l dated 12-11-74 the Assistant Labour Com- 
missioner (C), Calcutta put forward the demand of the union 
more or less in the following words : 

"The representatives of the Union informed that the 
workers of the Electrical Section work in three 
shift i.e. from 6 brs. to 14 hrs., 14 to 22 hrs., and 
22 hrs. to 6 hrs. As per the instructions of the 
management the workers cannot >eav* the place 
of duty until and uuless they are relied by ihe next 
shift worker of his category. The reporting place 
for the workers in the office of the Electric Fore- 
men at NSD and GRJ, KPD-i and Coal Jetty. 
After that they have to go to their place of work 


which varies from two furlong to 2^ miles. It takes 
10 minutes to 50 minutes for a workman to reach the 
place of duty according to the distance, which is 
required to be covered. In the meantime, the 
workmen who is to be relieved cannot leave Lbe 
place of work. Moreover, some more time is 
required for the workman who is going to be re- 
lieved in explaining the work in hand to the work- 
man who comes on the duty. In this process tne 
workman who is to be relieved has always to stay 
beyond normal duty hours which may vary from 
1 to 2 hrs. in view of the above the Union 
demanded that one hour overtime may be paid to 
each of the workman for performing on an average 
9 hrs. July in each shift instead of 8 hours, duty. 

The representative of the management informed that as 
per instructions the workers have to go straight 
to their place of work and should not report at 
the Foremans office. They maintained that no 
extra time is required to be taken by the workman 
who is to be relieved. However, whenever any 
workman is required to be booked on overtime due 
to the late coming of the worker who is to relieve 
him, the workman concerned is paid overtime for 
extra work and the proportionate deduction is made 
from the wages of the worker who has come late." 

3. This in shoft is the respective contentions of the union 
as well as the management as to the claim for enhanced wages 
in respect of 9 hours duty as alleged in the first part of the 
reference. It is nobody's case that the workmen have been 
doing 9 hours duty instead of 8 horn’s duty which is required do 
during each shift. The case of the management is explained 
by two of their witnesses examined as MWs 1 and 2, MW. 
1 and 2 are electrical Foremen in the Electrical Department. 
On behalf of workmen one electrician was examined us 
WW-1. On a reading of the evidence of these three wit- 
nesses, it is cleat that the dispute between the parties is 
centered round the question whether workmen in each of 
these sections is called upon to do more than 8 hours duty 
during any shift. The workmen have also no such case 
eiLhcr in the written statement or in the evidence. The only 
dispute which has been raised during the evidence is that 
the workmen had been called upon to report to the Electrical 
Foreman in the first instance and then to go ard take charge 
of their duty from the worker who is to be relieved at the 
work spot. It is alleged thaL the workers have to spend 
nearly 10 to 50 minutes to cover a distance of 2 furlongs to 
24 miles where their work spots arc located before they take 
charge of their duty from the worker who is to be relieved 
at the spot. It may ue said that the workman who has to 
report for duty at the office of the electrical foreman has 
to walk some distance to reach the work spot and that he 
might spend 10 to 50 minutes in walking so as to reach 
the respective work :-pots. But the management had never 
asked the workmen that he should report for duty to the 
electrical Foreman. On the other hand, the Port Trust’s 
Order, Ext. W-2 dated 26-7-73, points out that as per age 
old practice in the said section the shift duty person would 
take over duty directly at the allotted site and that he 
should give his attendance over the telephone to the appro- 
priate authority of the ?aid section. The workmen had devia- 
ted from this practice on their own accord. If the workers 
were to take over duty at the work spot where the worker 
is to be relieved there was absolutely no time wasted before 
they took up their respective duties at the work spot. The 
Port Trust has made it clear both in the written statement 
as well as in evidence tha.. it any workman on duty were 
required to do extra work on account of delay of any work- 
man taking over charge, they have been paid overtime wages 
under the Minimum Wages Act. In Ext. M-5 dated 9-9-73 
the management stated that the shift duty persons should 
take over duty directly at the allotted site at the start of 
his shift and that he would give his attendance over the 
telephone to the appropriate authority of the said section. 
So, it is clear that the workmen concerned did not care to 
the direction of the management that they should report 
for duty at the work spot and take over duty by giving 
intimation of the same to the foreman by telephone. It is 
contended on behalf of the union that telephone arrangement 
is not available at all the work spots and in some places 
it would be inconvenient to inform the foreman a b and when 
the workman reaches his work spot. The workman should 
attend to their work at the respective places in time to enable 
them to join the shift duty and if any workman is absent on

a particular day he should have sent an application for leave 
or should have given reasons for absence in which case the 
management could have made substitute arrangement in place 
of the absentee workman. In such cases the workman to tc 
relieved will be paid overtime allowance if he was asked 
to continue to work beyond the normal duty hours. There 
would not be any difficulty in such cases. Ft is also nobody’s 
case that the time spent bv the workmen by walking from 
the foreman’s office to f he work spot is not taken into account 
in arriving at 8 hours shift duty. There cannot also be any 
dispute that if a worker expected to be relieved on the work 
spot is asked to continue to werk beyond 8 hours duty, he 
would be paid overtime allowance tmder the provisions of 
the Minimum Wapcs Act. So, the first demand set forth 
by the workmen is only imaginary and unfounded. The 
management never asked them to work beyond 8 hours. The 
time they _ spend by walking from forman’s office to 
work spot is also taken into account in fixing 8 hours shift 
duty. In the circumstances I am of opinion that the workmen 
could never claim overtime allowance for the alleged perfor- 
mance of 9 hours duty. The wages for S hours duty is 
determined by a contract and neither the workmen nor the 
management can get out of this contract and refuse lo pav 
the fixed wages due lo me workmen. In a case reported in 
Delhi Cloth & General Mills Co., v Its Workmen, 1964 I 
LU, 55, the Supreme Court at page 59 pointed out the un- 
sustainability of the claim for extra remuneration in fore- 
going half an hour’s rest interval during 8 hours shift duty. 
It held that such a claim made by the workmen could net be 
upheld. The observation of the Supreme Court reads as 
follows ; 

“It is difficult to see, however, how in the other iwo 
matters the tribunal made an award in favour of the 
workmen. The claim for extra remuneration for 
having to forego half-houd$ rest interval appears to 
be in substance a claim for the overtime payment, 
The tribunal had made a rather startling statement 
that these workmen are working continuously for 
8^ hours in a day, As there are only 24 hours 
in the day and night and there are three shifts work- 
ing, it is obvious that none of the shifts work for 
more than 8 hours. The management’s case is that 
the wage* of these workmen axe fixed having due 
regard to "his fact that in view of the nature of 
their work they would be working for 8 hours at 
a stretch without f he half- hour’s rest interval admis- 
sible to other workmen This appears to us to be 
extremely likely, and no evidence has been given 
on the side of the workmen to show that the wages 
were fixed on the basis that these workmen would 
have this half-hour’s rest interval.” 

4. In the light of the above principle one is inclined lo 
state that on the basis of the contractual relationship between 
the parties the workmen cannot claim as of right that they 
shall be paid extra wages for working in the shift which re- 
quires them to work only for 8 hours continuously. 

5. In the circumstances of the case I also feel that the 
workmen would be directed to report for duty at the work 
spot instead of going to foreman office. It is the latter prac- 
tice which caused workmen to claim extra wages for walking 
from the foreman’s office to the work spot and taking over 
duty at that spot. The delay caused by the workman in 
walking from foreman’s office to the spot will naturally en- 
hance the claim to be made by the workman to be relieved 
for extra wages. Such a situation could not be created for 
allowing extra allowance in respect of any period of time 
beyond 8 hours of shift duty. I therefore suggest that the 
concerned workmen in this case should straightway go to 
the work spot and take over his duty jTom the workman 
to be relieved at the spot instead of going to the foreman’s 
office for recording his attendance. Workmen shall wherever 
it is possible inform the foreman through phone os to the 
time he took over duty from the person at the spot. If there 
is no phone arrangement or inconvenience for sending a 
massage over phone, it would be the duty of the management 
t q see whether the workmen have resumed duty and if not 
to make suitable arrangement to substitute another workman 
in the place of absentee, This demand is answered accordingly. 

Demand No. (II) : 

6. On . this demand the evidence is conclusive that the 
workmen are not entitled to any transport facility as of right. 


They have been given travelling allowance if they are re- 
quired to go for duty at a distance place. The demand no, 
(ii) covers transport facilities for overhead worker and vessels 
gang for working outside. Hut in the written statement of 
the union as contained in paragraphs 10 and 11 no case has 
been set for regarding overhead wiring gangs. They have 
referred only the cranemen of electrical foreman (vessels) in 
respect of their duty at various vessels of Calcutta Port Trust 
barged at diffeient points. This contention has been answered 
by the management in their written statement. They state 
that travelling allowance was being paid if the gangs were 
directed to go to distance places ; otherwise the workmen are 
supplied with hand carts for carrying materials to different 
sites of work and they are, of course, required to go along 
with those materials. The management also stated that the 
vessel gangs attending to vessels at NSD also travel with the 
workshop maintenance gangs in the Port Trust transport. So, 
as and when exigencies of work require (he concerned work- 
men are given transport 1 do not think that these workmen 
can claim as of right any transport facilities as envisaged in 
Uieir demand. I find this demand against the workmen. 


Demand No. (Ilf) : 


7. The third demand was as regards the disparity of the 
proportion amongst the skilled, semi-skilled and 
highly skilled workmen in different sections. A detailed ac- 
count of the number of persons working in each of the 
sections is given in paragraph 25 of the written statement of 
the management which reads as follows :

The above proportion shows that the semi-skilled is only 
9 pci. cent at present of the total. The Union wants the num- 
ber of semi-skilled should be increased giving facility for un- 
skilled workmen to be promoted. The right to maintain pro- 
portion amongst the various groups of workers is vested in 
the management and it is a managerial discretion. The man- 
agement has lo look into the nature of the work, the 
availability of sufficient work and other circumstances to come 
to a conclusion as to the number of workmen required in 
each group. It is difficult to work out a figure which is 
suitable in the circumstances of the case to be adopted as a 
correct proportion of semi-skilled workmen amongst the 
group, It is sufficient to say that there is no ground to make 
any suggestion or pass any order directing the Port Trust to 
increase the number of semi-skilled workmen. This point 
is also answered against the workmen. 


8. l,n the result, an award is passed directing the electrical 
start concerned in the dispute under demand No. (i) in the 
reference to report for duty at the work spot instead of re- 
porting to the Foreman’s office ,and inform the foreman 
through phone or otherwise the time and place at which they 
reported for duty. The management may in special cases 
take into consideration the difficulties of the persons in giving 
phone message in such places where there is no phone ar- 
rangement or if there is any other difficulty in giving such 
messages ; otherwise all the workmen shall give phone mes- 
sages to the Foreman as and when they enter on duty. In 
other respects the reference is rejected.

1. ACHIEVEMENTS 


Extension of the Scheme 


1.1, Extension to New Classes of Establishments* — The 
year marked the beginning of the extension of the Scheme 
under section 1.(5) oi the ESI Act, 1948 to employees in the 
new classes establishments, namely ; — 

(a) smaller power-using factories employing 10—19 per- 

sons and non-power using factories employing 20 or 
more persons ; and 

(b) shops, cinemas, theatres, restaurants, hotels, motor 
transport and newspaper establishments employing 
20 or more persons. 

The Scheme was extended to the new classes of establish- 
ments in different centres in the States of Andhra Pradesh. 
Haryana, Kerala. Punjab and in the Union Territory of 


Delhi from 30-3-75, covering about 1,45 lakh employees. 
Details are given in Appendix— I Part-B. The families of 
these employees would also become entitled to medical cart 
on expiry of 13 weeks, 

1.2 The Slate Governments of Assam, Bihar, Karnataka, 
Maharashtra, Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh, West-Bcngal and the 
Union Territories of Chandigarh and Pondicherry also issued 
preliminary notifications giving six months 1 notice of their 
intention to extend the Scheme to new classes of establish- 
ments. 

1.3. Implementation in New Area* t — The Scheme whs im- 
plemented to cover additional 25,950 employees in 29 new 
areas in the State of Assam, Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, 
Karnataka, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra. Rajasthan, 
Tamil Nadu and Uttar Pradesh. Details arc given in Ap- 
pendix I Part — A, Efforts are continuing for early extension 
of the Scheme in the Stales of Jammu and Kashmir, Hima- 
chal Pradesh, Meghalaya, Tripura, Nagaland and the Union 
Territory of Goa, Daman and Din where the Scheme has 
not been implemented in any centre so far, 

1.4 At the close of the year, the Scheme was in force in 
365 centres in various States and Union Territories of 
Chandigarh, Delhi and Pondicherry covering a total number 
of about 43,85,000 employees (excluding employees covered 
in new classes of establishments). 

Extension of medical care to families 

1.5 Medical care w'as extended to additional 17.450 family 
(1. P.) units (i.e. about 50,250 additional beneficiaries) In 18 
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areas in the States of Assam, Gujarat, Karnataka, Kerala, 
Madhya Pradesh. Maharashtra, Orissa and Uttar Pradesh, 
Details are given in Appendix— I Part— A. The total number 
of family units covered for medical care at the dose of the 
year was about 47,54,150 (i.e. 184,66,950 beneficiaries in- 
cluding insured persons). 

2. HOSPITALISATION 

(1) ESI hospitals & Annexes already com missioned : — The 
ESI Hospital, Ezhukone (Kerala) with 150 general beds was 
commissioned on 28-12-1974. This brings the total No. of 
commissioned hospitals to 57. In addition, 25 ESI Annexes 
are functioning under ESI Scheme as on 31-3-1975.

At the close of the year, 178 Local Committees had been 
constituted throughout the country, 


ADMINISTRATION 

10. Regional Organisation ; — 15 Regional Offices, 2 Sub- 
Rcgional Offices, 285 Local Offices, 4 Sub-Local Offices, 77 
Miniature Local Offices, 247 Pay Offices and 121 Inspection 
Offices were functioning in all the States and the Union Terri- 
tories as on 3 1 March, 1975. 

11. Strength of Staff ' The total authorised strength of 
officers and staff (excluding D.M.D.'s Offlce/E.ST. Hospital, 
Delhi) in the Corporation as on 31 March, 1975 was 7,752 
as against 7,496 as on 31 March, 1974. The staff authorised 
for Head-quarters Office and various Regional Offices as on 
31 March, 1975, is shown in Appendix VTT (Part 1). The 
staff authorised for the office of the Directorate (Medical) 
Delhi and E.S.I.C, Hospital Delhi is shown in Part II of the 
Appendix VII, 
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12. Confirmation of Staff : — The approval of the Central 
Government to the creation of permanent posts in Class 1 
and H categories of staff for the year 1973-74 has since 
been received and confirmations against these posts have also 
been made except in the cadres of Regional Director Grade- 
IV/Dcputy Regional Director /Deputy Administrative Officer/ 
Accounts Officer /Assistant Insurance Commissioner /Assistant 
Actuary and Assistant Regional Director /Section Officer/ 
Manager Grade-I/Deputy Accounts Officer for which action 
is being taken. The confirmation of Class III and IV staff has 
been made against the sanctioned posts in most of the 
Regions/Offices. Action is being taken for confirmation of 
the stuff in the remaining offices. 

13. O&M Studies : — The O&M Division completed the 
codification of judgements of the Supreme Court and of 
the High Courts on the ESI Act covering the period 1950 to 
1972. The decision will be a handy to officers of ihe 
Corporation in taking quick and correct decisions based on 
various judgements especially those relating to interpretation 
of various sections of the Act. 

Th$ O&M Division conducted several studies — Work 
measurement of Accounts Officers, Section Officer in Adminis- 
tration Division, certain branches at Hqrs., preparation of 
job cards for newly filled up posts, introduction of desk 
officer system in substantive functional area at Hqrs., structure 
of internal audit (Local Offices), examination of computerisa- 
tion of Records Section of AMO's office. West Bengal and 
analysis of CRO forms series etc. 

The working Group which was set up to examine the 
feasibility of introducing Management Services Unit recom- 
mended the setting up of MSU and accordingly the draft 
recruitment rules for the various posts to man the MSU 
arc under finalisation. 

IF Suggestion Awards Scheme : — The Central Committee 
which hag been set up under the Suggestions Award Scheme 
to scrutinise the suggestions for grant of awards, awarded 
Rs. 100 to Shri S. Krishnan, Head Clerk, Kerala Region 
for his suggestion on utilising the existing contribution cards 
which resulted in economy. The Central Committee also 
awarded a letter of appreciation to Shri M. Narayanaswamy, 
UDC, Regional Office, Karnataka to the original thought 
given by him in suggesting reduction in wage group. 

15, Training of Officers and the Staff : — During the year 
under Report, the O&M&Trg. division continued its training 
activities and conducted 6 training courses for the staff at 
different places imparting training to 210 officers. One course 
was also arranged for the field officers in which 19 field 
officers participated. A course on 'General Management' 
was arranged in collaboration with the Department of Per- 
sonnel and Administrative Reforms, Government of India at 
Delhi, in which all the Regional Directors and some officers 
from the Hqrs, office participated. 

During the year steps were also taken for setting up of 
the Central Training Institute for the Corporation employees 

16. Publicity: — A number of talks and discussions in 
different languages were broadcast over various stations of 
All India Radio. Lectures were also delivered by the Officers 
of the Corporation to the workers and trainees at different 
Centres. 

Apart from the above, news item giving progress of the 
Employees* State Insurance Scheme were published in many 
important news-papers in English and regional languages. 

A close liaison continued to be maintained with all the 
parties concerned in order to ensure smooth working of the 
E.ST. Scheme. Doubts of employers, insured persons and 
Trade Union representatives, who approached Corporation 
Offices were also removed and necessary guidance rendered. 

COVERAGE 

17* No* of employees etc, covered (Appendices VIII & 

IX) : — Appendices VIII and IX give particulars regarding 
coverage under the Scheme (excluding additional sectors of 
employment). About 27,444 factories stood covered under 
the scheme as on 31-3-75 as against 26,005 a year back, of 
these about 25,654 factories were in the implemented centres; 
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the corresponding number last year being 24,289 and the 
reniaining 1,790 factories in Ihc arena yet to be implemented. 
The total number of employees in the implemented centres 
was about 43.85 lakhs; the number of employees in the areas 
yet to be covered was about 6.65 lakhs. The number of in- 
sured persons entitled to medical treatment was about 47.75 
lakhs and the number of family (insured person) units about 
47.54 lakhs, In all. the total number of beneficiaries (includ- 
ing the insured persons) entitled to medical treatment on 
31-3-75 was estimated at about 184.67 lakhs.

The disparity in the 
average recurring cost per bed per day in the E.S.l, Hospitals is due to various factors viz. size of Hospital, occupancy 
ratioas compared to the total bed capacity, the pay scales of the staff* the staff in position viz-a-viz sanctioned 
and the type of services and specialities available in the Hospital etc. 
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19. Particulars in respect of Dispensaries, Specialists, In- 
surance Medical Officers /Insurance Medical Practitioners and 
Ambulance as on 31-3-1975 are shown in appendix X. 

20. Provision of Artificial Limbs to Insured Persons 

During the year under report 52 cases were admitted for 
fitting of Artificial Limbs. In all 727 Insured Persons had 
been or were being fitted or refitted with Artificial Limbs 
under the Scheme, 

21. Provision of Spectacles : — During the year under 
report, spectacles free of cost were provided to 2 Insured 
persons who suffered loss of vision due to employment 
injury. 

22, PROVISION OF MEDICAL BENEFIT 
Attendances at Dispensaries and Hospitals and home visits 

(Appendix XI & XU) 

22.1 Statistics relating to (a) the attendances per annum 
per 1000 insured persons and also per 1000 family (insured 
person) Units, (b) the number of home visits in respect of 
insured persons and families and (c) the number of cases (i) 
admitted in Hospitals and (ii) referred for specialist investi- 
gations in respect of insured persons arc given in these 
Appendices. These figures arc based on returns furnished 
primarily by the Dispcnsaiics and Panel Practitioners. For 
working out the rates of medical attendances, the number ot 
insured persons family (Insured Person) units attached to the 
reporting Dispensaric$/Clinics only are deemed to be 
"exposed”. 

22.2 During the year under report, the All-India rate of 
uew attendances per 1000 insured persons decreased from 
3,458 in 1973-74 to 3,367 ; the number of old attendances 
per 1000 insured persons has also registered a decrease from 
6,618 in 1973-74 to 6,404. This year the proportion of 
old attendances to new has been 1.90 against 1.91 experienced 
in 1973-74, This indicates, prima-facie that the period re- 
quiring medical treatment may have been comparatively 
smaller. The incidence of sickness as measured by the rate of 
new attendances has also registered a decrease. 

22.3 The All-India rate of new attendances per 1000 family 
Units decreased from 3,280 in 1973-74 to 3,226 ; the number 
of old attendances per 1000 family units has also registered 
a decrease from 6,585 in 1973-74 to 6,574. The proportion 
of old attendances to new has, however, increased from 2.01 
during 1973-74 to 2.04 during 1974-75. Thus in the case of 
members of family of insured persons, there has been a 
decrease in the incidence of sickness requiring medical treat- 
ment and the period requiring medical treatment has, however, 
shown a slight increase. 

22.4 The total number of home visits in respect of insured 
persons has decreased by about 12% compared to that in 
1973-74. In respect of families, increase Is about 26%, The 
incidence of home visits as measured by the number of 
visits per 1,000 insured persons has shown a decrease from 
82 in 1973-74 to 73 in 1974-75, 

22.5 The total number of cases admitted in Hospitals 
has shown an increase from 1,64,589 in 1973-74 to 1,89,912 
in 1974-75. The number of cases referred for Specialists’ 
investigation has however registered a decrease from 10,57*592 
in 1973-74 to 9,79,257 in 1974-75. 

23* SICKNESS PATTERN (APPENDIX XIII) 

23.1 Information on the sickness pattern for the country 
as a whole expressed as number of new cases per 1000 
insured persons exposed, is indicated in this Appendix for 
each of 51 cause groups, separately for the insured workers 
and the members of their family. 

23 2 The incidence rates for all cause groups taken together 
is lower in 1974-75 than in 1973-74 in respect of insured 
persons and their families. For every spell in respect of 
an insured person, there has been this year 0.958 fresh spell 
in respect of the members of the family of an insured person 
as against 0,948 in the year 1973-74. When it £ b°*’ nc .J n 
mind that as against one insured person, there are 2,88 family 
members, the incidence of morbidity, as measured by incidence 
of new cases, continues to be lower among members of the 
family of the insured persons when compared with the 
insured persons themselves. 


23.3 Cause-group- wise incidence of sickness in respect of 
insured persons bears a close resemblance to the correspon- 
ding rates experienced by members of the family of insured 
persons for almost all the diseases listed. However, wide 
deviation in incidence in a few cause-groups only, bring out 
in high relief the peculiar ailments to which the particular 
group (viz. insured persons of families) Is comparatively more 
prone to.

IMPROVEMENTS IN SERVICE TO INSURED PERSONS 

28. Efficiency In the working of Local Offices : — During 

Lht year under report. Ledger System was in operation in 
256 out of 277 Grade I and II Local Offices in the country; 
the Teller System was also working in 44 Local Offices on 
an experimental basis. 

29. Improvements in the Cash Benefits! 

29.1 Speedier payments have now been ensured by reduc- 
ing Lhc statutory time limits for payment of various benefits 
under the fi.S.L Scheme. Regulation 52(1) has been amended 
so that (a) Sickness Benefit is paid not later than 7 days, (b) 
Funeral Benefit is paid not later than 15 days, (c) the first 
nayment of maternity benefit is paid not later than 14 days, 
(d) first payment to Temporary Disablement Benefit is paid 
not later than one month, (e) first payment of permanent 
disablement benefit is paid not later than one month and (f) 
first payment of Dependant Benefit is paid not later than 3 
months. These are the maximum time-limits and most pay- 
ments are made well within the limits. 

29.2 Delay sometimes occurs in arranging the final pay* 
meet of the commuted value of permanent disablement 
benefit where the beneficiary has no documentary evidence 
of age. To remedy this, the Medical Boards are now being 
required to indicate the likely age of an insured person at 
the time of assessment of his permanent disablement. This 
age operates only where the insmed person cannot otherwise 
submit a satisfactory proof of his age. 

29.3 In all hard cases of disablement where the estimated 
disablement is likely to be more than 25% immediate cash 
relief is afforded in the form of provisional payments upto 
75% of the benefit estimated to be due by authorising pay- 
ment straight-way in anticipation of regular assessment in 
due course by the Medical Board. Necessary adjustment of 
dues is effected subsequently when the award of the Medical 
Board is known. The operation of this procedure has been 
extended upto 30 September 1975. 


30. Other Improvements! 

30.1 Payment of benefit due to an insured person at the 
time of his death is normally made to his legal heirs, in the 
absence of any nomination, on production of a succession 
certificate, if the payment is above Rs. 100/-. The require- 
ment of the succession certificate has now been dispensed 
with and payment in now authorised upto Rs. 500/- to the 
legal heirs merely on production of an indemnity bond with 
one surety of like amount. 

30.2 Protection from discharge from service is guaranteed 
by law to insured person suffering from long term diseases. 


This protection has been extended upto 18 months in cases of 
diseases mentioned below 

1. Tuberculosis. 

2. Leprosy. 

3. Mental diseases. 

4. Malignant diseases. 

5. Paraplegia. 

6. Hemiplegia. 

7. Chronic congestive heart failure, 

8. Immature cataract with vision 6/60 or less in the 
affected eye ; and upto 12 months in case of the 
following diseases : — 

1-, Bronchiectasis and lung abscess. 

2. Myocardial infraction, 

3. Parkinsons disease. 

4. Dislocation and prolapse of intervertebral disc. 

5. Aplastic anaemina. 

6. Gangercne and its sequaluc due to peripheral vascular 
disease. 

7. Ankylosing spondylitis. 

8. Cirrhosis of liver with ascites, 

9. Fracture of lower extremity. 

10, Detachment of reting. 

30.3 The Corporation decided to enhance the rates of 
conveyance charges and loss of wages to Insured Persona 
appearing before the Medical Board from 25 paisc pier mile 
to 30 paise per Km. provided thaL such charges do not exceed 
the normal bus or railway charges. Where, however, the 
Insured Person is not fit to travel by bus or other ordinary 
means of conveyance or needs an attendant, the Insured Person 
may be paid the actual charges incurred by him at a rate 
not exceeding 65 paisc per Km, 

Where an Insured Person has lost wages on account of his 
attendance at n meeting of the Medical Board, he shall be 
paid by way of compensation a day’s wages or half-a-day's 
wages for each day or days on which he lost wages depending 
on whether more or less than half a day’s wages were lost 
subject to the maximum of the daily rate of Temporary 
Disablement Benefit under the First Schedule of the Em* 
ployees' State Insurance Act, 1948 (Highest wage group).

Local /Pay Offices set up by the Corporation in different areas. 
The number of such offices was about 613 on 31 March 
1975 as against 598 a year earlier. 

31.2. The total number of cash benefit payments made in 
each State during the year 1973-74 and 1974-75 is shown 
in column 4, In all, about 49.06 lakhs payments (including 
9,957 claims relating to lump-sum payments in respect of 
requests for commutation of permanent disablement claims) 
were effected during the year 1974-75. These were about 
3.49 lakhs less than those during the preceding year. On the 
average, about 4.09 lakhs payments were effected every month 
as against 4.38 lakhs payments during 1973-74. The number 
of payments per employee during 1974-75 works out to 1.15 
against 1.28 during 1973-74. 

32. Sickness Benefit (Col. 3 and 6 to 8 of Appendix XV) 

32.1. As a result of the implementation of the benefit 
provisions of the Scheme in new centres between 1 July 1973 
and 30 June 1974 and also due to the increase in employ- 
ment in the already implemented areas, an additional 1,52,200 
employees became eligible for sickness benefit during the 
year under report. The total number of employees entitled to 
claim sickness benefit during 1974-75 is estimated at 42.56 
lakhs as against 41,04 lakhs last year (vide column 3). 
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32.2. During the year, an amount of Rs. 1135.37 lakhs 
was paid us sickness cash benefit as against Rs. 1187.85 lakhs 
m 1973-74. The decrease is principally due to the decrease 
in the (1) number of sickness benefit days per employee 
and (2) rale of fresh spell per annum per employee. 

32.3. The average number of fresh spells per employee 
has decreased from 0.81 in 1973-74 to 0.73 in 1974-75, 
further the average number of benefit days per annum per 
employee has also shown a decrease from 6.3 in 1973-74 
to 5.5 in 1974-75. The amount of daily rate of benefit per 
employee has increased from 4.62 in 1973-74 to 4.87 in 
1974-75. 


32.4 As in the preceding years this j year also witnessed 
wide variations among the State Inter so in respect of incidence 
and duration of sickness benefit claims. The Director General 
has, however, been keeping continuous watch over the dura- 
tion of sickness claims at various Centres, The relevant 
statistics received at the Headquarters every month arc analys- 
ed periodically, and any abnormal variation in the trend in 
any centre is taken up with the Regional Directors and Ad- 
ministrative Medical Officers with u view to enable them to 
take suitable and prompt remedial measures whenever neces- 
sary and wherever possible. 

32.5 Excessive Sickness benefit under Section 58(2): — The 

incidence of Sickness Benefit payment to Insured Persons has 
been found to exceed the all Tndia average in certain Stales. 
The excessive sickness benefit for the year 1973-74 has been 
shared between the Corporation Sc the State Governments 
as under : —

33. Extended Sickness Benefit (Col* 9 & 10 of 
Appendix XV) : 

33.1 Insured Persons suffering from certain specified dis- 
eases e.g. Tuberclosis, Leprosy, Mental and Malignant dis- 
eases etc. are eligible for Extended Sickness cash benefit at 
a rate equal to full sickness benefit rate, for an extended 
period beyond 56 days of sickness benefit. 

33.2 For the year 1974-75 a sum of Rs. 114.56 lakhs was 
paid to insured persons on this account as against Rs. 111.36 
lakhs in the previous year, 

33.3 The incidence of cxlcndcd sickness benefit claims 
expressed as the number of claims per 1 ,000 employees 
exposed to risk and also the duration of terminated claims 
are shown for the year 1971-75 and 1973-74 in column 
9 & 10. 

34. Maternity Benefit (Colfl. 11 and 12 of 
Appendix XV 7 ) : 


35. Temporary Disablement Benefit (Col. 3 to 6 of 
Appendix XVI) : 

35.1 During the year 1974-75 the number of employees 
exposed to emplyoment injury was 43.36 lakhs as against 
42,24 lakhs during 1973-74 (vide col. 3). The sum paid as 
temporary disablement benefit during 1974-75 was 
Rs. 207.66 lakhs us against Rs. 229.48 lakhs in 1973-74. 
The average number of fresh spell, the number of benefit 
days per annum per employee and the average benefit rate 
are 0,06, 0.85 and Rs. 5.64 respectively as against the 
corresponding figures of 0.07, LOO and Rs, 5.46 in 1973-74 
(vide cols. 4 to 6). The average duration per spell has 
increased from 13.96 to 14.67, As in the last year, this 
year also recorded variations in different Stales in the inci- 
dence and duration of these claims. 

36. Permanent Disablement Benefit (Col. 7 to 10 of 
Appendix XVI) i 

36.1 The number of fresh cases admitted during the 
year 1974-75 was 11.167 as against 9,976 during the pre- 
vious year. The incidence ner 1000 insured employees in- 
creased to 2.58 from 2,36 in 1973-74. The States of Guja- 
rat, Delhi, Haryana, Maharashtra and Punjab have experi- 
enced a comparatively high incidence. 

36.2 The number of claimants on the Fund inci eased 
from 35,318 at the beginning of the year to 37.835 at the 
end (vide Column 10). The actual amount disbursed as 
benefit was Rs. 260.02 lakhs (including the commuted 
amount of Rs, 161.39 lakhs) as against Rs, 240.34 lakhs 
(including the commuted amount of Rs. 132.93 lakhs) 
in 1973-74. 


36.3 The Capitalised value of Permanent Disablement 
Benefit Claims in respect of fresh cases admitted during 
the year was Rs. 342.19 lakhs as against Rs. 303.95 lakhs 
in 1973-74. The Permanent Disablement Benefit Reserve 
Fund stood at Rs. 1161.24 lakhs at the close of the year, 
the corresponding amount at the beginning of the financial 
year being Rs. 1001,30 lakhs. 

36.4 The number ol ! claimants to Permanent Disablement 
Benefit who have opted for receipt of commuted value in 
lieu of periodic payments has increased from 8,112 in 
1973-74 to 9,957 in 1974-75. 


37. Permanent Disablement Benefit Claims 
(Appendix XVII) : 

37.1 Analysis of 11,167 cases of permanent disablement 
admitted during the year was made according to (a) the 
main groups or industry and (b) the incidence of claims 
per 1000 employees exposed industry-wise . As in the last 
year, the highest number of accidents was recorded in 
Textiles’ followed at a distance by 'Engineering and Metallic 
Minerals’. The incidence is high in Textiles’ and ‘Metallic 
Minerals’ and low in ‘Food Beverages and Tobacco’. From 
n comparison of the corresponding incidence for the year 
1973-74 it is observed that the Incidence experienced this 
year bears a close resemblance to that experienced last year 
in almost all the industries, 

37.2 The average degree of permanent disablement 
experienced was 9.48% as against 9,70% for the last year. 
The largest number of accidents occured in the eighth wage 

i.c. between the dally wages of Rs. 8/- and 


34.1 The number of women employees eligible for mater- 
nity benefit has increased from 2,95,900 in 1973-74 to 
3,13,750 in 1974-75. The total amount, paid hs maternity 
claims was Rs. 86.03 lakhs, as against 80.52 lakhs in 
1973-74. The average amount of cash benefit per maternity 
claim has increased from Rs. 458 in 1973-74 to Rs. 509 
and this is possibly due to an increase in the average wages 
as also to a shift in the incidence of confinement viz-a-viz 
wage group. 

34.2 The number of claims per 1,000 insured women 
employees has decreased from 59.4 in 1973-74 to 53,8 
in 1974-75. 


37.3 The number of permanent disablement benefit cases 
that arose among women employees is only 132. The 
incidence is low presumably because women are not gene- 
rally employed on hazardous occupations, duties etc. 

38. Dependants Benefit (Col. 11 & 12 of 
Appendix XVI) : 

38.1 The number of fresh claims admitted for Depen- 
dant benefit during the year under review decreased from 
527 in 1973-74 to 429 (vide columns 11 & 12). Compa- 
red to the previous year, the incidence is lower. The total 
number of dependants admitted during the year was 1259. 
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38.2 Hie category-wise distribution of all the dependants

38.3 The amount paid as dependants benefits has in- 
creased from Rs. 42,46 lakhs in 1973-74 to Rs. 5L13 lakhs 
in 1974-75. The Capitalised value in rcepcct of dependants 
benefit claims admitted during the year was 92.99 lakhs as 
against Rs. 112,73 lakhs in 1973-74. The dependant's Bene- 
fit Reserve Fund stood at Rs. 571,34 lakhs on 31 March 
1975 as against Rs. 486.32 lakhs on 31 March 1974. 

CONTRIBUTION AND ENFORCEMENT 

39. Income from Contributions: — During the year 1974- 
75, total amount collected was Rs. 63,52,29,595.00. 

40. Mode of Collection of Contribution: — Mainly contri- 
butions are collected in the form of E.S.l. Stamps which 
are sold through 382 branches of our Bankers. Contribu- 
tions are also received by franks. 29 Licences were issued 
during the year under the report bringing the total to 
719 for the use of Franking Machines, for franking contri- 
bution cards. 

41. Inspection; — During the year under report, progress 
of the inspection work continued to be under the close 
watch of the Headquarters* Office. Inspectors continued to 
provide guidance mid training to employers and their staff 
in maintaining record and complying with the various pro- 
visions of the E.S.l. Act and Regulations. 

At the end of the year, there were in all 238 Insurance 
Inspectors (193 regular plus 41 leave Reserve). The total 
number of inspections carried out during the year was 
24182. 

42. Employ ees’ Insurance Courts; — No new Employees’ 
Insurance Court was set up during the year 1974-75. 

43. Legal Action: — The amount involved in respect of 
Court/Revenue Recovery cases instituted during the year as 
also the amount recovered under the various sections of 
the E.S.l. Act, is shown Region-wise in Appendix XV11T. 


BUDGET AND FINANCE 

44. Financial and accounting arrangements: 

44.1 The Revised Estimates for the year 1974-75 and 
Budget Estimates for the year 1975-76 were adopted by 
the Corporation at its meeting held on the 19 February, 
1975 and approval of the Central Government was com- 
municated on the 8 April 1975. These were laid on the 
tables of Lok Sabha /Raj ya Sabha on 23-4-75 and 2-5-75 
respectively. 

44.2 The audit of the accounts of the Corporation has 
been entrusted by the Central Government to the Accoun- 
tant General Central Revenues, New Delhi in consulta- 
tion with the Comptroller and Auditor General of India 
The former conducts the audit through the respective State 
Accountants General acting as Sub-Audit Officers. The 
consolidated Audit Report is prepared by the A.G.C.R. 
The consolidated Audit Report for the year 1971-72 in 
respect of the accounts of the E.S.l. Corporation was for- 
warded by the Accountant General Central Revenues to 
the Central Government on 25- R- 1974 and the same was 
received in the E.S.L Corporation on 1 0-10-1 974. The Cor- 
poration at its meeting held on 3-12-1974 adopted the 
audited Statement of Accounts of the E.S.l. Corporation 


for the year 1971-72 and the same were sent to the Central 
Government on 5 December 1974. The uudiled accounts 
for the year 1971-72 were laid on the tables of the Lok 
Sabha and Rajya Sabha on 19-12-1974 and 20-12-1974 res- 
pectively. The consolidated Audit Report for the year 
1972-73 is awaited from the Accountant General Central 
Revenues, New Delhi. 

45. Bunking Arrangement : — Twelve banking accounts 
were opened against three closed during the year for the 
offices of the Corporation with the branches of the State 
Bank of India and its subsidiaries. The total number of 
Bank Accounts with State Bank of India, its subsidiaries and 
with nationalised banks stood at 415 as on 31 March 1975. 

Arrangements for the sale of E.S.l. Contribution Stamps 
were made with 29 more branches of the State Bank of 
India and its subsidiaries against one closed during the 
year. The total number of branches handling the sale of 
Contribution Stamps was 382 as on 31 March 1975. 

46. Investments:— There was an investment of 
Rs. 23,25,00,000/- in General Cash Balance at the beginning 
of the year. During the year investment aggregating 
Rs. 30,05,00,000/- were made in the Term Deposits of the 
State Bank of India out of which Rs. 12,00,00,000/- were 
realised and Deposit Receipts worth Rs. 10,50,63,000/- were 
transferred to various reserve funds accounts against their 
annual investments, thus leaving a balance of 
Rs. 30,79,37,000/- as investment in General Cash Balance 
at the end of the year. 

The total investment under the various reserve funds 
and General Cash Balance as on 31 March 1975 stood at 
Rs. 81,09,53,222-33 as against Rs, 63,00,68,665-80 at thel 
beginning of the year.

Definition of the terms ‘Employees’ ‘Insured persons’ and 
‘Beneficiaries’: 

(a) The number of the ‘employees’ as on a specified date 
is the estimated number of effective posts in the factories 
covered under the scheme. Thig would broadly represent 
the average number of employees per day employed by the 
factories round about that date and normally may not vary 
significantly from the number of employees actually em- 
ployed on that date. It should, however, be noted that the 
actual number of persons who have occupied a particular 
sanctioned post during a period may be more, in as much 
as a leave reserve or badli worker may have officiated tem- 
porarily during absence, leave ecc. of a regular worker. 

(b) The number of 'insured persons’ or. any date indicates 
for purposes of this Report, the number of persons who 
may be deemed to be entitled to medical benefit on such 
date. Further, the number of insured persons on any day 


would normally be in excess of the number of 'employees* 
as on that day because, under the eligibility conditions for

Important decisions taken by the Employees’ State Insu- 
ranee Corporation during the year 1974-75. 

(i) 3 December 1974 

1. As agreed to by the Standing Committee the Corpo* 

ration decided that the State should follow the 
Central Rate Contract of drugs solely and fully 
and it should cover almost all items of the ES1C 
Pharmacopoeia except the general items. 

2. As agreed to by the Standing Committee the Corpo- 

ration decided to provide "Crutches” also to in- 
sured persons and members of their families as 
part of medical care under the E.S.I. Scheme. 

3. The Corporation approved the proposal to provide 

the Family Welfare Planning Services to the bene- 
ficiaries of the E.S.I. Scheme with the assistance 
of UNFPA. 

4. The Corporation approved the proposal of capital 

construction of Hospitals/Dispensnries and other 
instructions as under - 

(i) Plans and estimates for Hospitals /Annexes may 

be sanctioned in accordance with the decision of 
the Standing Committee held on 2-2-1974 with 
the modification that for purposes of securing 
land, additional employees as are likely to be 
covered in the next two years as on the date of 
sanction of the proposal may also be taken 
into account for working out the number of 
beds admissible. Plans and estimates £01 con- 
struction of additional beds may, however, be 
sanctioned only after notification has been issued 
by the State Government under section 1(5) of 
the E.S.I. Act. 

(ii) Plans and estimates for construction of other build- 

ings such as dispensaries, specialist centres, offi- 
ces for the Administrative Medical Officers, 
Medical Stores etc. may be sanctioned on merits 
of each case without any limitations on per 
capita basis because expenditure on such works is 
of minor character, 

(iii) As hithertofore, proposals for construction of 

dispensaries, hospitals may continue to be sanc- 
tioned by the Director General. He would have 
the assistance of the Sub-Committee in the 

matter of large hospitals say exceeding 200 beds, 

(ii) 19 February 1975 

1. The Corporation decided to enhance the rates of 
conveyance charges and loss of wages to TPs. 
appearing before the Medical Board from 25 paise 
per mile to 30 paise per Km, provided that such 
charges do not exceed the normal bus or railway 
charges. Where, however, the insured person is 
not fit to travel by bus or other ordinary means 
of conveyance or needs an attendant, the insured 
person may be paid the actual charges incurred 
by him at a rate not exceeding 65 paise per Km. 

Appendix V 

Important decisions taken by the Standing Committee of 
the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation during the 
year 1974-75 

(i) 11 July 1974 

1, The Standing Committee approved the proposal for 
introduction of the system of cash payment of 


contributions in place of contribution stamps, 
while retaining the Contribution cards on experi- 
mental basis in one Region. 

2. The Standing Committee decided that the States 

should follow the Central Rate Contract of drugs 
solely and fully and it should cover almost all 
items of the ESIC Pharmacopoeia except the gene- 
ral items. 

3. The Standing Committee approved the enhancement 

of medical caio with effect from 1-4-74 as 
under : — 

(1) Restricted Medical Care : from Rs. 63/- to Rs, 65/- 

per employee family unit per 
annum. 

(2) Expanded Medical Care : from Rs, 67/- to Rs. 70/ per 

employee family unit per 
annum. 

(3) Full Medical Care , . from Rs. 80 to Rs, 85/- per 

employee family unit per 
annum. 

The existing practico of allowing capital expenditure on 
account of initial equipment of E.S.I. Hospitals outside the 
ceiling would continue. Further the per capita expenditure 
on drugs, dressings and medicines exceeding Ks. 30/- but 
not exceeding Rs. 45/- per employee per annum will be 
allowed over and above the ceiling but shared between the 
Stale Government and the Corporation in .the usual ratio. 

(ii) 2 December 1974 

1. The Standing Committee decided to provide 
“crutches” to insured persons and members of their 
families as part of medical care under the E.S.I. 
Scheme in addition to the spinal supports, cervical 
collars and walking callipers which had been 
agreed earlier. 

(iii) 18 February 1975 

1. The Standing Committee agreed iu principle with 
the proposal of training of Under Graduates in the 
E.S.I. Hospitals with the. proviso that individual 
proposals should be processed after they had been 
approved by the concerned Regonnl Boards. 

Appendix VI 

Important Recommendations of the Medical Benefit 
Council during the year 1974-75 

(i) 22 July 1974 

1. The Council considered the question of provision of 

Specialist services under the E.S.I. Scheme and re- 
commended that “Urology” may be added in the 
list of Specialities for which arrangements may be 
made on Zonal basis, 

2. The Medical Benefit Council recommended that in 

addition to Spinal Supports, Cervical Collars & 
Walking Callipers, Crutches should also be provided 
to the insured persons and members of their fami- 
lies as part of the medical care under the ESI 
Scheme. 

(ii) 11 February 1975 

The Council approved the revision of ihe ESI Pharm- 
acopoeia and receommendcd thot it should be uniformly 
in force all over the country.
